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CHAPTER 806 

GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC 

H. F. 787. 

AN ACT making an appropriation to asBIBt In defra71ng the expenB8B of tile proPOBed 
national encampment of .the grand army of the republic to obe held In Iowa. 

WHEREAS, the members of the grand army of the republic in Iowa are 
desirous of inviting the grand army of the republic to have its national 
encampment for 1921 or 1922 or 1·923 in Iowa, and 

WHEREAS, in case such invitation is accepted by the national grand 
army of the republic it will entail a large expense to properly care for and 
entertain the visiting members of said grand army of the republic; there­
fore, 

Be it enacted by the General AS8embly of the State of Iowa: 

1 SEcTION 1. That there is hereby appropriated contingent upon the 
2 holding of said encampment in Iowa, in anyone of the years 1921, 1922 
8 or 1928 the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000.00) out of funds 
4 on hand not otherwise appropriated to be used. under the direction of 
6 the executive council in assisting to defray the expenses of said en-
6 eampment.

CHAPTER 306 

ROSTER OF IOWA SOLDIERS, SAILORS AND MARINES 

H. F. 687. 

AN ACT providing for the completion of the rOBter of Iowa Boldlers, sailors and 
marines 88 provided for by chapter three hundred thlrtyoOne (331), lawB of the 
thlrty-elghth general aaeembly and making an additional appropriation therefor. 

Be it enacted by the General A88embly of the State of Iowa,: 

1 SECTION 1-. That the sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($16,000.00), 
2 or as much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated from 
3 any moneys, not otherwise appropriated, in the treasury of the state, 
4 for the employment of help and other necessary expenses to complete 
6 the compilation of the roster and records of Iowa soldiers, sailors 
6 and marines provided for by chapter three hundred thirty-one (831), 
7 laws of the thirty-eighth general assembly, and the same shall be 
8 drawn and expended as provided for in section four (4) of said 
9 chapter.
